Aiding in Search 


BYRON — Searching .par- 


ties are dragging the Rock 
river hear Indian village south 
of here today in an attempt 
to find the bodies of two Freet 
port firemen and the two 
children of one of the firemen 
who presumably drowned last 
night when their boat cap- 
sized. 


Those missing and believed 


to have drowned are John 
Brandt, 40, his daughter, 
Sharon, 11, his son, Jimmie, 
8, and Eddie Kagel, about 50, 
all of Freeport. 


A Dixon fireman and a Dixon 


policeman are aiding in the search. 
They are Earl Kelchner and Ches- 
ter Stangeland. The Dixon fire 
department, acting on a radio re- 
quest from Ogle county, sent a 
14-foot plywood boat with an out- 
board motor and oars. Equipment 
included grappling hooks and a 
drag bar. 


Report Sighting Boat 


The tragedy was discovered § at 


about 10 p.m. Thursday by Clar- 
ence Jones, a fisherman, who re- 
ported to Ogle county sheriff Jim 
White that his troutline had be- 
come tangled with an overturned 
red boat. 


This coincided with a frantic 


report by Mrs. Brandt to the. 
sheriff stating that her husband, 
her children and Brandt were long 
overdue from a pleasure ride on 
the river. 


Begin Search 


Sheriff White and a squad of 


deputies started a search of the 
river shortly before 10:30 p.m. 
They were joined by private boat 
owners from Byron as the news 
of the tragedy spread. The search 
was abandoned later until day- 
light. 


The troutline in which the over- 


turned boat became entangled is 
located about six miles south of 
here and about 2'/i miles south of 
Indian village. It stretches across 
the Rock river.

The boat was said to have 
belonged to Kagel.

Jacoby on Canasta 
Discad Depends on Hand 


BT OSWALD JACOBY 
Written for NBA Service. 


In recent articles we have been 


discussing the choice of your first 
discard. There are times when 
you should dicard from strength 
(three or more of a kind) and 
times when you should discard 
from weakness (no more cards to 
match the discard). Your choice 
should depend mostly on the na- 
ture of your hand. 


Sometimes-you are dealt a clear 


cut offensive hand; sometimes a 
clear cut defensive hand. Most 
of the time you are dealt a hand 
that isn't much of anything, and 
you must wait for the hand to 
take on a real character during 
the early part of the play. 


An obvious offensive hand is 


one that gives you an excellent 
chance to win the discard pile 
very quickly. Naturally you must 
have the count. Equally naturally, 
you must have .several different 
pairs. 


When the count is only 50 


points, the ideal hand i.s five pairs 
and a joker. Low pairs are belter 
than high pairs because low cards 
are usually discarded more freely 
than high"cards. 


You will seldom get the perfect 


hand, but you don't have to wait 
for perfection. Four pairs plus 
the count is a very fine hand, and 
even three pairs plus the count 
is a good offensive combination. 


\With any such hand you should 


begin a campaign to win the dis- 
card pile. Keep your pairs and 
try to accumulate new pairs. It 
may be necessary to discard from 
three of a kind when you have 


such a hand (provided that this 
discard does not give up the 
count). 


Such a discard from strength 


serves three purposes. It may In- 
duce the player at your right to 
match the discard—in which case 
you will take the pack at once. 
It makes room in your hand for 
new pairs. Finally, "it is probably 
the safest discard you can make. 
The next player is less likely to 
have a matching pair when you 
discard from three of a kind than 
when you discard a singleton. 


A defensive hand is one that 


offers a good play for a fast out 
and very little play for winning 
the discard pile. For example, you 
might hold four cards of one kind, 
three cards of another kind, and 
one or two wild cards. 


Such a hand will produce a 


canasta very quickly if your part- 
ner can add to cither meld. It 
is not much good for winning 
the pack since you have only two 
pairs. The enemy is unlikely to 
throw a card that you can pick up. 


With such a hand, you discard 


odd cards and keep building.up 
your hand. When possible you 
will make the initial meld, espec- 
ially If you can do no without 
hiving to use your wild cards.

Children are more susceptible t 


polio than grownups though th 
disease can and sometimes doe 
strike those in their mature years 
But parents have a special res>pon 
sibility to watch their youngster 
for any sign of illness which migh 
possibly be polio since earlfr diag 
nosis and treatment may mean 
good deal for the outcome. 


If there are several cases o 


polio in the community it is wis 
to be particularly cautious. Th 
first signs of the disease may b 
similar to those ot any other in 
fection: Low fever, headache, -diz 
ziness, 
irritability 
and 
simila 


vague symptoms are common. 


Many youngsters who develo] 


such signs will not have polio bu 
it is oetter to be sure than sorry 
Slight stiffness of the neck is quit' 
common 
in polio but 
parents 


should not make an imaginativi 
child too conscious of the impor 
tance of a stiff neck. 


In other words, it is the doctor's 


responsibility, not the parents', to 
make a diagnosis and all that the 
parents should do is to get medica, 
help if they even suspect anything 
serious might be wrong. 


Actually a definite diagnosis 


may be difficult or impossible dur- 
ing the first few days. Signs of 
muscle weakness in polio or other 
sure evidences of the disease usu- 
ally do not show up for several 
days after the first symptoms. It 
may be impossible to tell until 
that time. However, the icst in 
bed and general care which can be 
given early, and the isolation from 
other youngsters which should be 
enforced, are al! to the good. 


There is a form of the disease 


known as bulbar poliomyelitis in 
which difficulty in breathing is the 
most 
important symptom 
and 


which often appears early. This is 
the kind in which the "so-called 
iron lung is used. This instrument 
is designed to make breathing pos- 
sible during the time when nature 
is unable to accomplish it. 
IRON LUNG 


Although newspaper readers are, 


all familiar with stories of people 
who have lived for years in a res- 
pirator or iron lung, in most cases 
the need does not last very long. 
Many of those with this form of 
polio are really lucky because the 
paralysis clears up entirely and 
they frequently have no ather 
effects.

Comes After 
Long Debate 
Senators Ease 
Credit Controls 
On Automobiles 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—A bill 


to extend price, wage and 'rent 
controls eight months but which 
would curb drastically or possibly 
ban any new price rollbacks was 
passed by the senate early today. 


The bill, which falls far short 


of the kind of measure President 
Truman 
contends the country 


needs to combat inflation, was ap- 
proved at the tag end of a tumul- 
tuous marathon session by a roll 
call vote of 71 to 10. 


Weary senators sent the bill to 


the house, which plans to shunt 
it aside temporarily and act in- 
stead—probably later in the day— 
on stop-gap legislation", to extend 
the present controls laws 31 days. 


Would Prohibit Rollbacks 


The house bill as cleared by its 


rules committee would prohibit 
any price rollbacks during July— 
the proposed life of the measure. 
It also would bar fixing any new 
price ceilings during the month. 


The current law expires at mid- 


night tomorrow. House leaders 
have decided against considering 
at this time the longer range ex- 
tension approved by the senate. 


So the senate appeared to face 


the alternatives of (1) going along 
with the house on, a stop-gap ex- 
tension, or (2) letting the con- 
trols program lapse. Agreement on 
a brief extension seemed to be 
the likely choice. 


Won't Lapse 


Senator Maybank (D-SC), floor 


manager of the senate bill, de- 
clared he had no doubt the senate 
and house would get-together. 


"We're not going to let the con- 


trols program collapse—you know 
that" he told a reporter. 


The senate voted down 58 to 


22, a proposal by Senator Moody 
(D-Mich) that the present law— 
with some changes in the rent con- 
trol provisions—be extended until 
April 1. 


Passage of the Senate's eight- 


month extension bill came shortly 
before 2 a.m. CST, after a con- 
tinuous session which lasted 16 
hours. It started at 10 a.m. CST., 
yesterday. 


Angry Debate 


On final passage, 41 Democrats 


and 30 Republicans voted for the 
bill. All 10 votes against it were 
Republicans. 


The final vote was marked by 


angry, sometimes furio"s debate 
over whether Senators Lehman 
(D-Lib, NY) and Bcnton (D-Conn) 
could respond "present" when 
their names were called on the 
final vote. , 


One point of order raised by the 


Republicans, 
the 
senate 
voted 


they could not and they both final- 
ly cast reluctant ballots for the 
measure. 


Frayed tempers and vast con- 


fusion featured the long senate 
session. There was disagreement 
even among the senators who 
passed the bill as to just how far 
it goes in its rollback curbs.

Harris appeared today and the

Four of Harris' Pond creekr^ 


neighbors signed the $10,000 bond. 
Then Harris remarked, "If that, 
isn't enough (signers) I can get 
more if they want it."

"I was sitting at home listening 


to the baseball game on the radio 
when a news flash came in." 


Asked if he had any other com-

Short Course 


During the first season, mem-

Clubhouse Extended 


At this time the clubhouse was 


almost doubled in size. A locker 
room and ballroom were the most 
notable additions. 


It was in this period that four 


members of Dixon Country club 
conceived the plan for a tourney

petition in this area—the Lincoln 
Highway tournament.
